Greetings DXers! 


I hope all are having a great year DXing — I thank you for 
the last two years as your Vice President and President and 
I know the club is in good hands with our new president 
Wild Bill and VP John! 


I am dealing with some antenna issues at the moment but it 
just reminds me that one can do DX with ANYTHING! My 
first antenna was a multi-band dipole in the backyard fed 
with ladder line to minimize losses from the high SWR. I 
have operated from an apartment in New Haven, CT using 
wire around the top of the walls inside the apartment mak- 
ing a large loop! Wasn’t great for TV but did get me to EU 
(from here would at least get you to Japan/Oceana!). It 
wasn’t great for my TV but I had an Over the Air Antenna 
and the TV was inside of the loop! Attic dipoles are com- 
mon and can give surprising results. 


My Elmer WAG6L (sk) pointed out a strange antenna chal- 
lenge which used to be run once a year where people tried 
to see what odd antennas they could contact people with. I 
remember one was a tree with two screws in it— no clue if 
they had tried multiple positions until they found the 50 
ohm point! The classic is clamping to the rain gutter (or 
run a wire around the house below the gutters if they are 
plastic. The last antenna I used in Connecticut was the 
massive fire escape on the side of the apartment building — I 
clamped a wire to it into a balun and grounded the other 
side to a water pipe. I worked a number of countries on 
that but finally clamped a super-antenna MP-| to it using it 
as a giant counterpoise. That worked great— compromise 
vertical but a great ground system led to many hour long 
run on 15M one day. 


So you can have better antennas and always try to improve 
your antennas but you can do something no matter where 
you live. I once worked a guy with a dipole over the win- 
dow in his apartment and in theory one could make a fixed 
direction beam with a dipole on either side of a room! 
There are few limits to what one can try. If you want to try 
your hand at simple antenna design the EZNEC demo pro- 
gram which will let you design simple antennas because it 
has a limit to 20 segments. This is enough to get an idea of 
how antenna modelling works. There are free programs 
available such as 4nec which has optimization routines and 
reads the classic .nec file format. 


For those in CC&R locations temporary antennas can be 
erected such as and end fed zepp or simply a long wire into 
a tuner using tiny wire such as magnet wire — they are in- 
visible but not very robust leading to the temporary desig- 
nation. You will likely have to repair it repeatedly but it 
will get one on the air. In addition HRO sells “stealth wire” 
which I believe is small gauge copper coated steel wire giv- 
ing it more strength. RF only flows on the outside of the 
wire so there is no need for the center to be copper.

I received my 5 band WAS with endorsement for 30,17 and 12 meter numbered 3,192. 
Plus 8 band WAS JT-65 dated 13 June 2014. 


Those that may be seeking WAS JT-65, that is the highest award combination: Since, the 160 and 6 meter are 
separate wards. In other words, they do not add those 2 bands as endorsement. 


This award were accomplished in the last 2 years after moving from Thousand Oaks, CA. 
I worked everyone from Fallbrook in 26 months; after putting up a Hy-Gain 18HT vertical and a Carolina 


Windom antenna, running an average 30-40 Watts. 


My DXCC Mixed records stands as follow 177 confirmed and 202 worked, 
My Digital record is 84 confirmed and 126 worked all confirmed via LoTW. 
I do not pay for QSL cards. if they do not confirm via LoTW I reckoned I will never receive their cards. 


Finally, my life and work had me moving many times: I finally settled in Fallbrook. 


Been a ham for more than 54 years and have held many different area call sign; including KP4DAT for 3 1/2 
years and /HI8 for 6 months. I will bring a copy or the awards to the meeting Wednesday.
